Editorial Column, 


TARIFF BILL PASSED. 


The tariff bill has finally passed congress. 
It is fairly 
satisfactory, both from a party and national standpoint, 
It will not please every interest, 
No changes ever effected 
in a tariff schedule were entirely satisfactory to all con­ 
cerned. 
Every change of customs duty is designed to ac­ 
complish a certain definite purpose— either an increased 
revenue for the government on the one hand, or a reduc­ 
tion in the price of articles to the consumer or protection 
of the wages of the workingmen on the other. 
The Ding- 
ley tariff bill has been in operation for more than a decade. 
The unexampled prosperity of every part of the Union dur­ 
ing that period is ample proof of the wisdom displayed in 
the framing of that bill. 
But no tariff schedule, however 
wisely framed to meet the conditions at the time, can re­ 
main a fixity. 
A young nation must necessarily outgrow 
any tariff schedule, just as a child will outgrow the gar­ 
ments of infancy. The republican party believed th at the 
time had arrived for a revision of the tariff downward, and 
so stated in its last national platform. 
Taft was elected 
on that policy, and he has exerted the great influence of 
his office in favor of a strict compliance with the promises 
made in the platform. And the reform is fairly exemplified 
in the tariff bill as finally passed. 
In practice it m ay not 
effect any material reduction in the price of articles to the 
consumer. 
But the tendency is in that direction. 
It, 
shows the confidence of the vast commercial interests in 
the republican party to deal with this complicated question 
in a broad and statesmanlike manner, that throughout the 
long struggle before the final adjustment, there has been 
no financial flurry to speak of. 
T he wheels .of industry 
have moved along without any perceptible jar. 
The cattle 
men of the great western states have been hit somewhat 
by the placing of hides upon the free list. 
This, however, 
is not likely to seriously affect the cattle business, although 
it does look like a departure from th e republican policy 
of protection of all home industries. 
As a whole the new 
tariff bill will prove fully as beneficial and adapted to the 
existing conditions of the country, as the Dingley tariff 
has proved in its day. 


TH E IONE ROAD. 


Much complaint is heard on account of the poor condi­ 
tion of the wagon road from Jackson to lone. 
W hile the 
advent of the railroad to Martell has relieved that thorough­ 
fare from the major portion of the heavy traffic that form­ 
erly passed over it, still that road is now, and will continue 
to be, one of the main arteries of the county, 
It is the 
only available means the farmers of the valley section have 
of transporting their products to Jackson and Sutter Creek. 
The railroad extension has had no appreciable effect in 
diminishing the importance of this road to the producers of 
lone and Jackson valleys, They need it in their business as 
much as they ever did. 
For this reason it should be kept 
in fair travelable condition. 
And there is little excuse for 
its not being so kept. 
The Ledger lakes no stock in the 
views of extremists, who want smooth roads throughout 
the county such as delight the auto enthusiasts. 
T hat is 
an idea that belongs [to dreamland. 
We are not in a posi­ 
tion to either construct or maintain 
ideal roads of that 
nature, 
But the revenue for road purposes ought to be, 
if properly handled, ample to insure a much better condi­ 
tion of oar highways than we have been favored with - 
pardon the expression—for many years past. 
Wo are 
glad that residents of the valleys aro agitating for improve­ 
ment of the lone wagon road. 
They should keep up the 
movement, not so much for more money to be expended, 
but rather for better results from the funds poured into 
our miserable roads year after year,

How to T e st a Motor, 
Probably the best test of the condi­ 
tion of a motor Is to run it as slowly 
as possible, observing.whether its ac­ 
tion is perfectly even or not. iu many 
cases, to be sure, a motor which runs 
powerfully uud xvell at normal or high 
speed xvill uot “lilt evenly” xvhen tbrot 
tied down ow ing either to improper 
carburation or to uneven ignition. The 
motor which runs perfectly well at low 
speed, however, usually retuius its ac­ 
tion under higher speed and load con 
ditions, provided only it is equipped 
with a proper carbureter. 
Incidental 
ly it should be mentioned that a prev­ 
alent and most deceptive cause of ir­ 
regular running at low speeds is lost 
motion in the linkage betxveen the con­ 
trol levers mid the carbureter and 
timer.

The destruction o t weeds bv spray­ 
ing was begun in N orth Dakota in 
1896 by Prof. H. L.

sulphate and m erourio 
bichloride, 
and found that the tops of both grain 
and weeds turne.1 black, 
but 
the 
form er revived in tw o or three days, 
while young m ustard and other weeds 
withered end died. 
The difference 
in effeot is a ttrib u te d to the fact that 
th e broad, rough an d soft leaves of 
th e weed retain m uch of the chem i­ 
cals, which run off harmlessly from 
th e smooth and slender stalks 
of 
grain. 
For su lp h ate of copper has 
been substituted th e cheaper sulphate 
of iroD, of which m any tons are now 
used, killing most weeds without in ­ 
ju ry to grain, in c lu d in g false flax, 
shepherd’s purse, 
peppergrass, corn­ 
cockle, 
chiokweed, 
dandelion, 
Canada thistle, bindweed, plaDtain, 
pigweed, rngweed and 
others. 
A 
solution of two p ounds of ¡sulphate 
of iron in a gallon of water has been 
found effective in a sim ilar way for 
freeiug lawns from young dandelions.

The New High School Law. 


The new law In legnrd lo high 
schools which was passed by the last 
legislature is causing lots of trouble 
in some quart,era. 
the law ptovides 
that school districts which are not 
included In any high school district 
in the county shall pay their pro 
rata of cost for educating their high 
school pupils who attend other high 
schools in the county, and this is 
just what is troubling county audi­ 
tors and others—to know iust bow 
muoh to tax 
these other school 
districts, and how to go about It. 
following Is the section of the law 
which Is making nil the trouble: 
“ Section 1 "65. 
Nnt later than the 
Mrst Monday ill September .of each 
year the superintendent of schools 
of each county in which there Is not. 
a county high school shall certify to 
the hoard of supervisors and to the 
county auditor of such county the 
total net oost. for the procedlng year 
of educating all high school pupils 
residlug in snob county and not in 
nny high school district, atid the 
estimated amount needed for that 
impose for the current year. —Enhrf.
